EXTRAORDINARY RESURECTION.---Four days 
after the rebels fired on Fort Sumpter, a son 
of Mrs. Duncan, of Mecca, Ohio, enlisted for 
the war.

Whata contrast between the rude car- 
riages ofancient times, and modern improve- 
ments. Wheel carriages were invented at a 
very early date. We find upon scriptural 
monuments those in use by the Israelites, 


Egyptians and Assyrians. They are also de- 
scribed inthe Bible. Virgil asserts that Eu- 
thonius, who was educated by Minerva at 
Athens, being deformed in his feet, first in- 
vented the use of chariots, to hide the defect. 
This is only the license of the poet, for the 
fact is, that the art had reached some degree 
of perfection at Pompeii, as proved by spec- 
imens taken from that doomed city. Two 
wheels sufficed for the ancient fashionable 

carriage at court. The Greeks and Romans 
did not advance much upon the Eg gyptian 
conveyances, beyond inventing four Wheeled 
vehicles. ‘henceforth the art seeems to 
have slumbered for centuries. In the 15th and’ 
16th centuries it revived in Italy, and attain. 
ed superior excellence. In England about 
the middle of the 16th the art of Coach ma- 
king reached such a height, and was so ex- 
tensively patronised, that the writers of the 
times foretold that the use of carriages would 
enfeeble the people, who ought to be satisfied 
to travel on horseback, as their forefathers 
had done. Could the eyé of prophetic vision 
have rested on the present, could they have 
seen the luxurious and magnificent improve 
ments, what intensity of enervation and de- 
moralization would have been added to their 
prediction.
